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Preface 

Jean-Baptiste de Glen, c.1552-1603, was a priest, Augustine prior and doctor of theology, 
active in Paris and Liege during the latter part of the 16 th century. He wrote several French 
language books on the history of the Catholic church or filled with advice regarding the 
appropriate behavior for people of his time. All the books seem to have had small print runs with 
a narrow geographic distribution. As of 2019, the Universal Short Title Catalog 
(https://www.ustc.ac.uk) reports less than a dozen titles still known. His brother, Jean de Glen, 
also of Liege, was a printer and wood carver in Liege who printed Jean-Baptiste’s books. Louis 
Alvin (1863) reports that Jean was well traveled, going as far as Italy. This provides possibilities 
of where, Paris and Italy, the de Glen brothers may have gotten the images that were later copied 
for inclusion into the duo’s books. Given that plagiarism was not a relevant concept during the 
1500s, it is not surprising that neither of the Glens mentioned the origin of the designs.

Du Debvoir des Filles is one of Glen’s advice books with well over 100 pages of his 
recommendations for the proper comportment of young women. There is a small second part that 
includes lace patterns copied from Vecellio and Vincolo. Most copies of Du Debvoir des Filles 
include only 20 plates of Point Coupe and Point Conte patterns although the Beaux-Arts de Paris 
has a copy where the second part is a copy of Glen’s Les singuliers et nouveau pourtraits pour 
toutes sortes de lingerie. This version has all the plate included in the other known copies of Du 
Debvior and a few more. It is unknown if all complete De Debvior originally has the Les 
Singulier plates or if the Paris volume is truly unique. The different surviving volumes with 20 
plates may have some plates in common and some unique images. None of these latter copies 
have had more than 20 images since the mid-1800s. Any or all of the copies may or may not 
have more patterns originally. This part of the books was meant to be used, often by removing 
the pages, pinned them down, and building the lace directly over the image. By consulting scans 
and photographs of the 20 plate copies from Belgium, England, France, Germany, and the United 
States, a total of 31 unique images have be identified. The transcriptions of these designs, the 
enlarging plate and the arms are provided later in this book. 
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The images in the volume here are not exact copies of any of the Glen plates. The 
patterns on original plates can be hard to discern as the paper may have darkened and the ink 
lightened. The woodblocks were hand carved and did not usually have straight lines or regularly 
sized repeats. People who are interested in the original images can consult the available online 
images. The images in this book have been transcribed with adjustments that straighten lines and 
resize repeats so that the designs may be better appreciated by 21 st century viewers. 

Contrasting the Glen prints to the images created by Bazzachi, Brem, Vecellio, and 
Vinciolo may cause some interesting insights to arise. The latter four clearly had much better 
wood carvers creating the plates. The lines are more precise and of more even width. The curves 
are smoother and straight lines straighter than those in Glen’s work. As a single work, it is 
intriguing to analyze the individual plates in Glen’s Du debvior. It may be that Glen used these 
plates as training pieces. The patterns may be easier to carve than the little typeface letters. When 
one looks carefully across a single plate, one can also see where a single element was probably 
done by two different craftpersons. Often, in a symmetrical element, the mirroring parts are done 
at very different skill levels. I further suggest that, given the varying quality of the Glen plates, 
they were not done by highly skilled individuals but rather a slightly more skilled person and 
someone who is beginning this kind of wood carving and modeling the actions of the more 
skilled colleague. 
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Using These Patterns 

The patterns are not meant to followed exactly. Many of the plates are compilations of a 
related elements, each with slight differences, that may be used for inspiration. Other elements 
may have different right and left sides. In this case, the lace maker could trace the desired half 
and flip the pattern to trace a mirror image of the same. Each person making lace from these 
patterns can have unique creations, similar but not identical to anyone else’s.

The Originals From Which the Glens Copied. 

Some individuals copied the works of others. Earlier scholars typically reported that Glen copied 
from Vecellio and Vinciolo. Vinciolo created his works several years before Glen and therefore 
this attribution is likely correct. While not out of the range of possible, the identification of 
Vecellio may have been because Vecellio had several fairly large print runs over time and the 
scholars were simply more familiar with these works. Bazzachi (1592) and Brem (cal593) also 
recreated Vecellio’s Libro terzo and it is possible that Glen used one of these volumes instead. 
Bazzachi came out the same year as Vecellio’s Libro terzo and Brem at about the same time. 
Bazzachi and Vecellio may or may not have worked together. Close examination of images 
could determine if Bazzachi, Brem, Glen, and Vecellio used the same plates or which ones were 
copies.
